THINKING. 


"Be still and know that I am God.” 

Emerson says “the hardest thing in the 
world to do is to think.” This may be, 
and doubtless is true when we try to 
produce or force thought. The world 
has so long held the idea that in order 
to succeed force must be used, that it 
has lost sight of the great principle that 
the best development comes only through 
faith and receptivity. When we under- 
stand that thought, like light, moves in 
waves of vibration, when we are willing

BATHING MITTENS. 


Noting many points of practical value 
in your metaphysical department, I ven- 
ture to call attention to an article which 
I find of much value in physi-culture, 
viz; bathing mittens, knit from yarn 
especially adapted to the purpose, and 
in such manner as to awake the activities 
of the skin, and induce a freer circulation 
of the blood. I find these mittens pref- 
erable to any other simple method I 
have yet tried. No one should sleep in 
any article of clothing worn during the 
day, and the entire surface of the body 
should be exposed to the air for a few 
moments before retiring to sleep, and 
before dressing for the day. On arising 
each morning, have ready some clear, 
cold water to which add a small quan- 
tity of either lemon or lime juice, good 
cider vinegar, salt or soda. I advise the 
use of these in alteration from time to 
time. Dip the hands with the mittens on 
into the water and rub the skin briskly 
and thoroughly two or three times over 
from head to foot, dry quickly with soft 
towel, and dress. Wash out the mittens 
and dip them into a strong brine kept 
ready for use in a closed dish on the 
toilet stand, and dry for use at night, 
when the body should again by quickly 
rubbed or massaged with the mittens 
dry, before the night clothing is 
donned. Neither of these skin rubbings 
need occupy over 3 to 5 minutes. These 
mittens can be procured of Mrs. A. L.

THE WILL QUESTION. 


The N. S. A. has made a series of de- 
fenses of wills during the last year that 
redound greatly to its credit. A ques- 
tion has arisen in the minds of a num- 
ber of our people as to why they do not 
take up some case that is decided against 
them and carry it to the U. S. Supreme 
court, thus securing a case to which we 
can always point and save the legisla- 
tion that has and will result so long as 
no decision is given, 

The majority of cases of which we 
have any knowledge have been decided 
against Spiritualism on the grounds 
that a person who believes in it is nec- 
essarily of unsound mind. Now we do not 
know it all, neither do we know more 
than the people who have charge of the 
matters; but it occurs to us that if the 
printers were to have their wills can- 
celled on the ground that a printer 
could not be sane, we would soon find a 
way out of it. 

We throw this out in hopes that it 
may gather moss and result in some- 
thing substantial. The N. S. A. has 
made a gallant fight and should be sus- 
tained in all its works. If you do not 
approve of all it does, join some society 
connected with it, go to the next con- 
vention, in Boston, and help to right it. 
The superior wisdom of its critics. might 
have been the means of making it more 
powerful than it now is had the owners 
of these brains not denied the use of them 
to the N. S. A. 


IN RE FORCED VEGETARIANISM. 


I was not a little amused to read your 
remarks in the last SuUNELOWER headed 
“Forced Vegetarianism,” in which you 
claim that a great hindrance to people 
adopting the vegetarian diet was its 
extra cost over and above that of a meat 
diet, when in fact the vegetarian dict 
does not cost over one-fifth as much as 
the meat. 

Mr. Bernard McFadden has started a 
restaurant in New York and furnishes 
mealsat a penny a meal, two mealsaday, 
(which is enough for any one) and the 
cost of food for a year is but seven dol- 
lars and thirty cents ($7.30). Where 
would your meat eaters be before the 
end of.the year on an allowance of that 
sum? 

The actual cost of vegetarian meals 
would not pay for one ounce of the best 
beef steak. How much work can a man 
do on an ound of meat which is com- 
posed of 72 per cent. of water, besides 
more or less of worndut tissue? 

You speak of the meat diet being the 
strong diet whereas it is the reverse. 
Wheat, corn, oats, barley, beans, peas, 
lentils and rice all have over three times 
the nutriment of flesh meats. If it were 
not so, why is it that at any test of 
strength and endurance the vegetarian 
always is the winner. I have read of 
many and never read of one that did 
not show conclusively the superiority of 
the vegetarian diet. 

I have lived strictly on a vegetarian 
diet for twenty-eight years. The cost of 
proper food is so insignificant that it is 
hardly worth mentioning. Give me a 
small piece of land and if I can’t produce 
sufficient food from it by working ten 
minutes a day, I will consent to starve. 
I would not include the gathering and 
cooking in the time. Any person too 


many meals oF poops bier 
cent a meal and felt no lack of strength 
to perform a good day’s hard physical 
labor. I eat some eggs this time of year 
and some butter and nut butter. The 
best Spanish shelled peanuts can be 
bought for five to six cents a pound in 


r Buffalo and I have worked many hundred 


pounds of them into nut butter. This 
variety of nuts has a little over 55 per 
cent of oil and three times the nutrition 
of any kind of flesh meats. 

When I eat eggs it costs me between 


fifty and sixty cents a week; leaving out 


the eggs I can get along comfortably on 


9 an expense of twenty-five cents a week. 


Any vegetarian who wishes to get out 
of the city and raise his own food, I will 
sell him land enough to raise it on for 
one week’s labor. If anyone wishes to 
get further information in regard to land 
here, its conditions, healthfulness, etc., I 
am ready to answer any questions.

REPLY. 


We are always pleased to have one of 
our patrons call in question any editor- 
ial statement we have made. it shows 
that the editorials are considered worth 
reading — and that pampers our vanity. 
It shows that people think of what they 
read — and that is a benefit to them. 

We have always taken the stand that 
people would practice vegetarianism 
more if they could do so consistently. 
We still maintain that position. With 
most of us the greatest question of life 
is the financial one. Deny it as we may, 
the financial question is the one that 
is always facing us, no matter if we are 
paupers or a lineal descendant of Crœ- 
sus. 

We have been accustomed to the quan- 
ity of food required under the flesh 
diet. As 72 percent. of water is the 
amount estimated to be in beef, it nat- 
urally requires quite a little in quantity 
to build up our systems. 

As man is now constituted, he requires 
this supply of food. So far as we know 
of him and his antecedents, he has 
always required it. It is true that some 
people claim to live on a very small quan- 
tity of food daily, but the majority of 
people and especially those who are 
in active life couid not exist on it. 
People in sedentary pursuits, who are 
not active, do not have the call upon 
their systems and may live on a limited 
quantity of food, but in such cases, tak- 
ing a less quantity than sufficient to re- 
place the waste tissue is always detri- 
mental in the end, even though it may 
seem at the time to be all sufficient. 

The fact that an occasional vegetarian 
lives to an extreme old age does not 
prove anything. Some of the oldest peo- 
ple who have ever lived have been sub- 
ject to habits of life that are now con- 
sidered as causing early death. Only a 
short time ago we read of a man who 
died at an exceedingly old age who 
drank and used tobacco ever since he 
was a small boy. There is no knowing 
the age of some of the savage nations 
who live almost entirely on meat diet. 
Some of the negro race have lived to an 
estimated age of 120 to 130 years, and 
that race are heavy meat eaters if they 
can get it. They also have wonderful 
powers of resistance. 

But the question of expense is the ob- 
ject of brother Frank's friendly criticism. 
If no reply was made, there would not 
be much adverse comment on the previ- « 
ous editorial, as the idea of $7.30 per 
year as a Suitable allowance for food for 
a hearty person would be considered 
rather limited by .the average reader. 
But Brother Frank forgot to add that 
Mr. McFadden did not expect his res- 
turant to pay for itself and he did not 
say he would give such meals as a hard- 
working man could exist on for that 
sum. 

Now we do not question the statement 
that he has eaten meals that 1 cent’s 
worth of food provided. But the writer 
is free to say that he would not care to 
live if he had to live on that kind of 
meals. There is too much German in 
him and everybody knows, A Serene 
never dies in debt to his stomach.” 

But nuts, nut butter, health biscuit, 
fruits, etc., which would go to make up 
the average meal, would be much more 
expensive than the ordinary meat diet. 
Vegetarian resturants, where the writer 
has attempted to get meals on different 
occasions, have usually charged him from 
two to three times what a similar meal 
would cost at meat resturants. 

Now we know brother Frank person- 
ally and we know him to be honest and 


r Many people are interested 


in vegetable diet. If be will send us a 
bill of fare, with approximate prices for 
materials for a family of three or four, 
we will give ita prominent place in THE 
SUNFLOWER and will promise not to 
make any comments on it. We do not 
wish to be misunderstood. We are not 
opposed to vegetarianism. On the con- 
trary, we are quite a little disposed that 
way; but the cost of making the experi- 
ment has always acted as a hindrance 
to it. 

There is no more certain fact than 
that most meat that we eat is diseased. 
The evidence of the butchers is proof for 
that. Probably not one piece of meat 
in one hundred is suitable for food if 


we knew all of the facts connected with 


it. But when we attempted to find a re- 
lease from it we run against an item of 
expense that was prohibitory. If our 
good brother will release us from that, 
we will join him in the vegetarian ranks.

men who lived centuries ago. 

Religion must have a natural basis in 
the nature of man, and in its relation to 
the world by which he is surrounded. 

The theories in regard to the person- 
ality of the power in which we move 
and live and have our being. is no nec- 
essary part of religion. It is a scientific 
or a pseudo-scientific conception, and is 
to be viewed with reference to its reason- 
ableness as a proposition. Religion, like
